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The Art Of Composting 


Are you ready to compost? We will try to 
answer your questions as to why, what and 


how. 

WHY has two answers: From the point of 
view of Andover Recycling and the Town of 
Andover’s solid waste budget, it means 
fewer bags of trash (leaves, grass clip- 
pings, brush) to go to the incinerator and 
add to the $63 per ton cost we must pay 
there. 

The second reason is making your own 
organic material will improve your soil, 
lawn, flower beds and vegetable plots. 
Compost supplies energy and nutrients to 
soil organisms that recycle in the soil and 


are made available to plants. Compost in- 
creases the water-holding capacity of 


sandy soils and makes clay soils easier to 
work, 

WHAT: Leaves, needles, lawn clippings, 
weeds, hedge trimmings and even sawdust 
can be readily composted. Branches that 


are shredded or less than one inch in diam- 


eter can be included, Larger ones take too 
long to decompose. Chopping leaves with a 
lawn mower (which is an easier way than 


raking in the fall) shortens the decomposi- 


tion time. Nitrogen fertilizer can be added 
but very good compost can be made with- 
out this. 

HOW: There are many ways, some sim- 
ple, some complicated. A regulation pile 
should be started in part shade and near a

supply of water. A pile 3’ by 3’ by 4 is a 
good size. That takes about 20 bushes] of 
leaves or clippings and will yield eight to 
nine bushels of finished compost. 

Start with 6’’ to 10’’ loosely packed or- 
ganic material (leaves and clippings), wet, 
but do not saturate, and scatter one cup of 
10-10-10 or similar fertilizer, if you wish. 
Continue this process as long as you wish. 
Four to six feet high is deemed advisable 
for convenience in getting at the finished 
product. The pile should be turned about 
once a month to aerate and ensure even 
decomposition. The material should be mo- 
ist, but not soggy, and the interior brought 
outside and exterior turned in. Do not pack 
down anymore than necessary to keep the 
pile standing. 

The compost is finished when it turns 
black and most of the original materials 
are unrecognizable. Anywhere from three 
months to one year will give good useable 
compost. The compost gives off no odor 
and does not have to be used when it is 
‘“done.”’ It keeps for when you need it. 

There is a second answer to HOW. The 
lazy man’s compost pile. We have that 
kind. Just put the leaves, clippings, etc., in 
onepile in an out-of the-way- corner and 
leave it. When compost is needed, dig out 
from the bottom and it is just great. Rain 
does the watering and time does the de-

Residents Question Legality 


Of Parking Lot Restriping 


By Julie M. Barry 


Plans are underway to restripe the 
parking lot at Olde Andover Village, but 
no date has been established for its com- 
pletion. 

“Tt should happen this summer,” said 
Finance Director Anthony Torrisi. Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony is working 
with the Public Works Department to get 
cost estimates and to prepare a layout of 
the parking lot, Torrisi said. 

The new layout will include an interior 
turn-around. This will make it possible to 
circle the lot without going back on to 
Main Street. 

“It will benefit people trying to find a 
parking space,” Torrisi said. 

At Monday night’s Board of Selectmen 
meeting, Deborah Moggio of Hidden 
Road questioned the legality of restriping 
the parking lot because the Central Busi- 
ness District parking program item was 
defeated at last April’s Town Meeting. In- 
clusive in this article was the restriping 
of Olde Andover Village parking lot. 

The legality is not a problem, accord- 
ing to Torrisi. 

Selectmen had approved the appro- 
priation of funds for off-street parking at 
an earlier date, said board Chairman Wil- 
liam Downs. ‘‘I feel if we have the money 
to do it, it’s legal because it (appropria- 


tion for off-street parking) was approved 
previously,’’ Downs said. 

The proposal that was defeated was a 
“major, major parking proposal,’’ Torri- 
si said. “The striping was a small ingre- 
dient of a major program.” 

Discussion about the parking lot 
stemmed from the final report of this 
year’s Parking Committee. Christine 
Holmes, chairman of the committee, pre- 
sented a negative report to the selectmen. 

In discussing the progress, impact and 
working conditions of the Parking Com- 
mittee during the last year, Holmes said 
“the bottom line is frustration.” 

She noted lack of communication and 
information flow as key factors that led to 
this frustration. She used the Town Meet- 
ing warrant as an example. The Parking 
Committee ‘‘would never have suggested 
the parking meters be in the same pack- 
age as, for example, the restriping of 
Olde Andover Village,’’ she said. 

In responding to the report, Selectman 
Charles Wesson said it was the board’s 
policy to receive a report and then to re- 
spond. 

“We (the Parking Committee) worked 
very hard this year, and we would like to 
see some type of response to this letter,”’ 
Holmes said. 


ASK To Organize Committee 


The School Committee voted to support 
the Community Assessment, Support, 
Knowledge Team in their effort to orga- 
nize an overall advisory committee which 
would deal with human service needs 
such as substance abuse, teen pregnancy, 
aging, emotional health and the general 
well being of the family. 


The Community ASK Team is propos- 
ing this committee ‘‘in light of the needs 
assessment and subsequent report rec- 
ommendations regarding substance 
abuse and other social issues in the town 
of Andover.” 


Its goal is to combine all the agencies 
that are currently working on these is- 
sues, said Gina Riddeford, Community 
ASK Team member. 


The proposed committee would include 
seven to nine community leaders and rep- 
resentatives—one would be from the 
School Committee. 

The proposal states that committee 
members would be appointed for a mini- 
mum of one year. One member from each 
of the following categories is reeommend- 
ed—superintendent or School Committee 
member, town manager or Board of Se- 
lectmen member, law enforcement, cler- 
gy, elderly affairs, youth, parents, 
business community and medical or 
health care providers. 


The advisory committee, according to 
the proposal, would ‘take leadership in 
setting direction and agenda regarding 
these issues.”’ 


The proposal set up a course of action 
for the committee. 


If adopted, the first meeting of the 
team would identify issues to be consid- 
ered, clarify goals and discuss possible 
outcomes from the team’s efforts. 


Subsequent team meetings would iden- 
tify and coordinate efforts with appropri- 
ate town departments and public or 
private organizations that presently ad- 
dress human service needs within the 
community, like the Department of Com- 
munity Services and the Interfaith Coun- 
cil. 


A five-year plan defining the goals and 
objectives for the committee and the town 
would be established. It would be re- 
leased to the town for review and possible 
revision. 

The committee would provide periodic 
progress reports and recommendations. 


ASK hopes to get support from the 
Board of Selectmen for their partici- 
pation on the advisory committee. 

Then a formal proposal for a human 
service committee will be presented at 
next year’s Town Meeting. 
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Station Closure Sparks Concerns

The temporary shutdown of the Ballardvale fire station 
brought about a dozen area residents to Monday’s Board of Se- 
lectmen meeting. 

Sharon Heller of Tewksbury Street voiced her and her neigh- 
bors’ concerns that the closing poses a safety problem because of 
longer response time and that the station would not re-open as 
scheduled. 

The station closed Sunday and is scheduled to reopen by July 3 
while it undergoes renovations. 

Fire Chief Harold Hayes assured the residents that the Bal- 
lardvale Fire Station would definitely be reopened after nec- 
essary repairs were finished—which should be no later than July 
3 


“Closing the station was the only way to get renovations un- 
derway as soon as possible,’’ Hayes said. 

There are no major construction faults with the building 
which would prevent it from being reopened, he said. 

The major problem lies in plumbing. The bathroom is in terri- 
ble condition and is being replaced, Hayes said. 

The heating system and the the hot water service are also 
being repaired. 

In response to the safety issue, Hayes said there has been no 
reduction in manpower. The 12-member Ballardvale crew has 
been relocated to the Central station and the West Andover sta- 
tion. 

Andover will get help from surrounding towns, but won’t have 
to give it throughout the closure period. 

If necessary, Tewksbury and Wilmington will aid Andover. 
“They will come on immediate notification,’’ Hayes said. And 
surrounding towns will not rely on Andover for mutual aid dur- 
ing the renovations. 

“Tt’s the best solution I could come up with,’’ Hayes said. 
“Hopefully, by the Fourth of July, the problems will be taken 
care of.”’ 

To allay concerns, the board voted unanimously to pass a 
motion that directed the town manager to reopen the Ballard- 
vale fire station as soon as the new bathrooms are installed. 

Fire trucks were also discussed. The Ballardvale station’s fire 
truck is being repaired, and it is expected to be ready for the 
reopening. But, if it isn’t, Hayes said plans are underway to 
lease a truck for the month of July. 

Until that time, there is a reserve pumper at the disposal of 
the station. However, it is not a first class truck, Hayes said. 

The pumper at the West Andover station will be sent away for 
repairs after Ballardvale’s is fixed.

Justified 


Members of the parking committee, appointed 
by selectmen to resolve a continuosly perplexing 
downtown problem, are justified in their feelings 
of frustration over reaction to their suggestions. 

Chris Holmes, chairman of the committee, ad- 
dressed the selectmen this week, indicating that 
she and the commitee members were frustrated 


™ by the reaction from the board to their report. 


Chief among the complaints was the lumping 
together of the suggestions and recommenda- 
tions of the committee into a single town meeting 
article. 

The committee is absolutely correct in the as- 
sumption that parking meter installation should 
not be joined together with such things as restrip- 
ing of the municipal parking lots. 

There is an almost certain negative reaction to 
any proposal regarding parking meters. To think 
that voters would go along with additional incon- 
venience of parking meter installation and costs 
is virtually senseless. There is a possibility they 
would approve parking lot improvements. 

But the selectmen, in setting up the warrant for 
the annual town meeting, decided to facilitate 
matters and place the parking committee’s rec- 
ommendations in a single article, thus insuring 
that the work of this volunteer group, which had 
worked diligently to improve downtown parking 


conditions, would be for naught. 

It is the type of action which defeats the desire 
to place oneself available for public service. 

As a courtesy to the parking committee, select- 
men should re-examine the recommendations 
and take the time to review the proposals with an 
eye toward presenting them to subsequent town 
meetings. 


Speaking of town meeting, there is one coming 
up Monday night to vote on the proposed Law- 
rence-Andover Collaborative School proposal. 

Our stand on the issue was published last week 
and indicated that this is not the proper time to 
act on the issue, since not enough information is 
available. 


But, the town meeting has been legally called 
for and it is incumbent upon the residents of the 
community to respond. 

It is the time of year when attentiveness to mu- 
nicipal matters is not a priority. 

But, this issue is important to the future of two 
communities and attendance Monday night, for 
what could be only a brief time, is highly recom- 
mended. 

Doubtless, the 350 voters needed for a quorum 
i be met. A much larger attendance would be

While he was born and educated in Law- 
rence, later going on to receive a degree 
from Columbia, Fred adopted Andover as 
his community after his marriage, which 
has been a fortunate decision for the town. 

Fred has been a frequent visitor to the 
TOWNSMAN over the years, stopping by 
with suggestions or just to discuss various 
happenings in the community. It was al- 
ways a pleasant experience to just sit and 
chat with Fred, who was actively involved 
in a school committee controversy several 
years ago which ultimately led to resigna- 
tions of some committee members. 

Too, he was frequent contributor to the 
newspaper, either through letters or re- 
ports on activities in which he was in- 
volved. 

Indicative of the type of person the 
award recipient was summed up in his ap- 
preciative acceptance when he concluded 
“the opportunity to serve the community is 
its own reward.”

Setting Conditions 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

It is not, as Rick Elias suggests, 
opponents of the Rich- 
ards/Seifert/Scully collaborative 
proposal, not to be confused with the 
collaborative school, who are wast- 
ing the citizens’ time. Our time is 
being wasted by the Rich- 
ards/Seifert/Scully collaborative 
project group’s unwillingness to 
modify any of the Collaborative 
School’s operational design, an edu- 
cational plan that will so clearly cre- 
ate inequality and instability in the 
Lawrence and Andover school sys- 
tems. It is indeed time to vote on the 
merits of the proposal as it now 
stands, if for no other reason than 
the fact that Mr. Richards and those 
directing the collaborative project 
have responded to none of the con- 
structive criticism directed at the 
proposal. From the beginning, Dr. 
Seifert and Dr. Thayer (then Law- 
rence superintendent) articulated to 


Mr. Richards what they wanted in - 


this school. The mission given to Mr. 
Richards was to sell the fully real- 
ized plan for the Lawrence/Andover- 
Urban/Suburban Collaborative to 
the public, not to seek input from the 
community. Almost nothing has 
been changed in the operational pa- 
rameters of the collaborative school 
proposal since Mr. Richards sprang 
the plan on Andover and Lawrence 
last September. The school commit- 
tees of Lawrence and Andover, the 
superintendents and Mr. Richards 
have been completely intransigent 
in modifying their requirements for 
this massive educational undertak- 
ing. I am a caring, liberal educator 
and I think the collaborative idea 
has merit, but that the present pro- 
posal is unacceptable. If the school 
committees of Lawrence and And- 
over, the superintendents and Mr. 
Richards want my support, they will 
have to meet the following condi- 
tions. 

1. Legally guarantee, in perpetu- 
ity, that the space and facilities 
needs of the schools in each commu- 
nity will be fulfilled first and that 
class size in the schools in Andover 
and Lawrence will always be the 
same or less than the class size in 
the collaborative school. If schools 
in Andover are badly overcrowded 
and the collaborative is not, then at- 
tending the collaborative can not be 
considered voluntary. Parents are 
forced to consider sending their chil- 
dren to the collaborative not because 
they want to, but because of over- 
crowding in the neighborhood 
schools and because of the disparity 
of educational opportunity and serv- 
ice between the collaborative and 
the regular schools. 

2. Legally guarantee that any su- 
perior program that is offered at the 
collaborative will be made available 
at every school in Lawrence and 
Andover. If the state’s educational 


funding apparatus is in such plush 
condition that it can afford to build 
the Dennis Richards Memorial Pool 
in the collaborative then the state 
can certainly afford to underwrite 
innovative educational programs in 
the individual elementary and mid- 
dle schools. Once more it is a ques- 
tion of equality. We all pay taxes and 
all of our children are entitled to 
equal provision of educational serv- 
ices. 

3. Legally guarantee that the col- 
laborative school will have its own 
staff and will not draw off teachers 
from the other elementaries and 
middle schools. 

4. Legally guarantee that the col- 
laborative school will have no more 
than 600 students. 

5. Legally guarantee that the stu- 
dent population will be drawn 50 per- 
cent from Andover and 50 percent 
from Lawrence. 

Meet those conditions and you’ve 
got my support. Until then I join 
with the opposition in urging every 
registered voter to go to the Special 
Town Meeting June 20 and vote 
against the collaborative. As long as 
the school committees, the superin- 
tendents and Mr. Richards think 
that they can bulldoze through their 
agendas without accountability to 
the taxpayers, they will. A No vote is 
the only way to serve notice on the 
elected officials and administrators 
pushing the Richards/Seifert/Scully 
coollaborative proposal that they 
must listen to the tax-paying fami- 
lies of Andover and Lawrence. 
Those families, who long after Dr. 
Seifert and Scully have retired, will 
have to live with the impact of and 
pay for the collaborative school.

Waste Of Time 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Citizens for Neighborhood Schools 
has gathered enough signatures to 
call for a special Town Meeting on 
the Collabortive School (CS) claim- 
ing that everybody has already 
made up their minds and that the 
School Committee already has suffi- 
cient information. Citizens for Ex- 
cellence in Education disagrees on 
both counts and totally supports our 
elected town officials. 

State officials evidently feel that 
the CS could provide educational 
benefits for all children, for it appro- 
priated over $250,000 for a study. 
The School Committee obviously 
saw potential merit in the idea and 
last year voted to study the concept. 
Although much information, espe- 
cially financial, has yet to be fi- 
nalized, the committee has seen no 
information that warrants changing 
their opinions or topping the study at 
this time and should continue until 
they have completed a thorough in- 
vestigation. Under the circumstanc- 


es, it is totally irresponsible, both 
financially and intellectually, to ask 
the residents of Andover to vote on 
the issue before this investigation is 
complete. 

We are not too surprised, however, 
that CNS would call for a vote before 
the School Committee is ready to 
make a complete presentation. In a 
letter to the School Committee in 
January, the leaders of CNS ad- 
mitted that they’re doing everything 
they can ‘‘...to stop the pro- 
ject...That was our intent from the 
beginning,” they wrote. 

As further evidence of their politi- 
cal maneuvering, CNS has so 
worded the article that a two-thirds 
vote will be necessary for passage. 
(CNS claims it is trying to see if 
there really is support in Andover 
for the school; somehow, support is 
now defined as 67 percent, not 51 
percent! ) However, even if this arti- 
cle passes, a proper bonding article, 
requiring another two-thirds vote, 
will have to pass at a future Town 
Meeting before the school can be 
built. 

Bear in mind that defeat of this 
article does not mean the CS is dead, 
for other articles can be brought be- 
fore future town meetings. Nor can 
anything be done to prevent the 
School Committee from continuing 
their work on the project. Quite the 
opposite, in fact. The Finance Com- 
mittee recommended rejection of 
this article, reasoning that there is 
currently not enough information to 
accurately assess Andover’s finan- 
cial commitment or risk. Members 
of the FinCom, however, stated that 
their decision should not be inter- 
preted as suggesting that work on 
the CS should stop; on the contrary, 
they encouraged the School Commit- 
tee to continue its efforts. 


In short, this special Town Meet- 
ing is a waste of town time, energy 
and money, for, whether this partic- 
ular article passes or not, residents 
will need to vote on the proposal 
again, either to secure bonding or, 
once town officials feel they have 
enough information to present a 
complete package, on the CS itself 
and a bonding article. 

Nevertheless, this special Town 
Meeting represents an opportunity 
to reinforce support for the CS. We 
are, therefore, urging all supporters 
to attend this meeting, literally 
voice your support for the school and 
vote no on this article. 

Obviously, CEE strongly supports 
the CS philosophically and educatio- 
nally; Boyevee we recognize that 
there are practical and financial 
considerations as well. Not enough 
of those considerations have yet 
been answered, and we think it 
would be irresponsible to fully sup- 
port such a major endeavor until 
those answers are available.

Citizens For Excellence 
in Education 
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League’s Position 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Delegates of the League of Women 
Voters attended the town of And- 
over’s Finance Committee meeting 
Thursday, May 26. The purpose of 
this meeting was to review financial 
information on the proposed collabo- 
rative school, since a citizens’ peti- 
tion has called for a June 20 Town 
Meeting. 

The project has now been under 
study for 17 months at the taxpay- 
ers’ cost of $162,000. Recently an ad- 
ditional $75,000 has been 
appropriated for further study of 
this proposal. The Collaborative 
School project has been directed by 
Mr. Dennis Richards, who reports, 
in part, to the Andover School Com- 
mittee. 

Apparently, as a result of an infor- 
mal decision made previously, the 
School Committee elected not to pre- 
sent its own financial report on the 
proposed project at the May 26 
meeting. It was the position of 
School Committee Chairman Donald 
Robb that insufficient information is 
currently available to present a for- 
mal report. The League of Women 
Voters is deeply concerned that this 
“lack of financial information” posi- 
tion will result in limited partici- 
pation by the School Committee at 
the special town meeting. 

We are urging the school commit- 
tee to formally present all available 
information concerning this propo- 
sal at the Town Meeting. A signifi- 
cant number of Andover citizens 
have exercised their right of demo- 
cratic petition and accountable gov- 
ernment requires that a full and 
detailed response be forthcoming. It 
is a principle of the League of Wom- 
en Voters ‘‘that democratic govern- 
ment depends upon the informed 
and active participation of its citi- 
zens and requires that governmental 
bodies protect the citizen’s right to 
know by giving adequate notice of 
proposed actions, holding open 
meetings and making public records 
accessible.” 

The League of Women Voters be- 
lieves that citizens who take time to 
exercise their civic responsibility by 
attending Town Meeting should be 
the final aribiters of whether suffi- 
cient information exists to make an 
informed decision. It is not within 
the purview of the School Commit- 
tee, project director or any special 
interest group to make these deci- 
sions on behalf of the voters of And- 
over. 

In closing, it is our sincere hope 
that with the presentation of all cur- 
rent information, citizens will make 
an informed decision and that our 
elected representatives will be re- 
sponsive to the will of the people.

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Warriors Conclude Successful Season 


It all ends so quickly. 

One minute you're riding high on a sea 
of emotion, feeling invincible, and an in- 
stant later the season is over. 

Such is life in high school athletic tour- 
naments, 

For the Andover High baseball team 
the final irrevocable chapter of a thor- 
oughly-impressive 1988 season was writ- 
ten at Melrose High last Saturday 
evening, where an unearned run and an 
unflappable Waltham pitcher named 
Sean Flanagan halted the Golden War- 
riors one victory shy of their first-ever 
Fastern Mass. Division 1 North 
championship. 

As the final out of the 1-0 Andover loss 
was etched in the scorebook the SRO 
crowd gave the underdog overachievers 
from this town a well-deserved standing 
ovation. 

Immediate reactions from the Golden 
Warrior players to the frustrating defeat 
ran the gamut. Cleanup hitter Mike Mo- 
riarty crouched down on his haunches be- 
side the dugout in apparent disbelief, 
some stared at the celebrating Waltham 
players or simply raised their eyes sky- 
ward, and several looked at the leftfield 
scoreboard one more time before reality 
finally settled in. 

Exactly one week ago the best team in 
AHS baseball history reached the brink of 
state tournament qualification with a pul- 
sating 2-1 Division 1 North semifinal vic- 
tory over Newton South, a game most 
memorable for the courageous pitching of 
ironman Steve Surette and the incredible 
two-strike squeeze bunt by John Glynn 
that rescued the winning run in the top of 
the ninth. 

The Golden Warriors, who opened the 
tourney by beating Chelmsford (7-2) and 
Revere (9-8), toppled a soon-to-be profes- 
sional pitcher in that one. 

Newton South righthander Brian Bur- 
lingame, taken by the Pittsburgh Pirates 
in the 45th round of the amateur draft 
earlier in the week, reportedly inked a 
contract with the Bucs immediately after 
the game. 

That dramatic victory set up the title 
showdown with favored Waltham, a game 
that developed into a tense pitcher’s duel 
between Flanagan and Andover junior 
righthander John Russell. 

Flanagan, owner of a sizzling fastball 
and sharp-breaking curve which are both

delivered with a whiplash and oft-times 
sidearm motion, allowed just three sin- 
gles, struck out 13 and walked only one 

(intentionally). 

Russell, substituting savvy for flair, 
countered with a six-hitter, four strike- 
outs and just two walks (both intentional 
as well). 

_The only run came in the bottom of the 
first inning, aided by two Andover errors, 
and thereafter the best scoring chances 
belonged to the Warriors. 

During its four-game tournament ride 
AHS, seeded eighth in the original 16- 
team field, knocked off the No. 1 (Re- 
vere) and No, 4 (Newton South) seeds and 
also came oh-so-close to ousting No. 2 
Waltham. 

All the cliches certainly apply. The 
Warriors have nothing to be ashamed of, 
and should hold their heads high. But nat- 
urally they would have traded all those 
hackneyed sayings for just a couple runs 
last Saturday. 

Moriarty was Andover’s top hitter in 
the Eastern Mass. Tournament at .429, 
going 6-for-14. Batting .333 were Tom 
Murray (5-for-15), Rick Lafond (4-for-12) 
and John Russell (3-for-9), while Steve 
Howes hit .308 on 4-for-13. 

Defensively third baseman Howes, 
catcher Murray, shortstop Abernathy, 
second baseman Scott Wallace and first 
basemen John Glynn and Chris Concemi 
were outstanding throughout. 

Concemi, a big contributor all Season, 
was forced to miss the last two games 
with a knee injury suffered in the ninth 
inning of the Revere thriller. 

A Patriots’ baserunner, diving back to 
the bag on a pickoff attempt, rolled over 
Chris’s knee and caused a hyper-exten- 
sion injury. 

Had the Golden Warriors advanced to 
the state tournament this past Tuesday 
Concemi would probably have played, but 
instead he was forced to watch the New- 
ton South and Waltham games from the 
dugout while hobbling on crutches, 

Andover completes the season at 17-7 
overall, and will enter the 1989 campaign 
as the defending Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference Large School Division champion. 

Three of the seven losses were by one 
run to Chelmsford (4-3, eight innings), 
Central Catholic (5-4) and Waltham, 
while two were by two runs against Danv- 
ers (2-0) and Lawrence (3-1). 


Top hitter over the full 24-game sched- 
ule was Mike Moriarty at .395 (30-for-76), 
followed by John Glynn (.368), Keith 
Abernathy (.351), Tom Murray (.343),

Burnham received a bachelor of arts degree in 1980 from Dart- 
mouth College and a master of science degree in 1982 from the 
University of Montana. 

Dartmouth, the ninth oldest college in the United States and 
the northernmost of the Ivy League institutions, has a total en- 
rollment of some 4,000 undergraduate and nearly 1,000 graduate 
students. The school operates on a distinctive four-term, year- 
round system. 

The Tuck School is one of three graduate professional schools 
established at Dartmouth in addition to the basic undergraduate 
liberal arts program. It was founded in 1900 by international 
banker and financier Edward Tuck, Dartmouth 1862, in memory 
of his father, the Honorable Amos Tuck, Dartmouth 1835, and is 
the oldest graduate school of business administration in the na- 
tion. 

The other professional schools at Dartmouth are the Dart- 
mouth Medical School, fourth oldest in the country and the Thay- 
er School of Engineering, one of America’s first civil engineering 
schools.

Two students will attend Dartmouth College and have declared 
history/English and economics as their majors. Three students are going to 
Harvard University for biology, economics and liberal arts. 

The list of non-Ivy League schools ranges from Assumption College to 
Villanova University. 

Many students will attend schools nearby, such as the University of Low- 
ell, Merrimack College, University of Massachusetts, North Adams State 
College, Boston College, Boston University, the College of the Holy Cross 
and Tufts University. 

Others are traveling to nearby states to further their education. They will 
be attending schools such as the University of New Hampshire, the Universi- 
ty of Vermont, Syracuse University, Providence College, Rutgers University 
and Bowdoin College. 

A few are venturing to far away to places like Colorado State University, 
Arizona State University, University of California, University of Califor- 
nia—Berkeley, Texas A & M, Galveston, University of Oregon and Vander- 
bilt University. 

And four graduates are going abroad. They will be foreign exchange stu- 
dents in Argentina, the Philippines, France and Germany. 

Twelve percent of the graduates will attend two-year colleges, such as 
Northern Essex Community College, Bay State Junior College, Endicott 
College and Middlesex Community College. 

Joining the work force is an option nine percent of the students chose. 

Four percent opted to attend a business, technical or specialized school, 
such as Katharine Gibbs School, Rhode Island Trade Shops and Essex Agri- 
cultural and Technical Institute. 

Two percent of the graduates have enlisted in the armed forces, and one 
percent will attend a prepatory school.

Did you ever wonder why caps and 
gowns are worn at graduation ceremo- 

ies? 

: The academic costume worn at most 
commencement ceremonies in this coun- 
try today was actually the clothing worn 
at European universities in the 12th and 
13th centuries, according to Carolyn Pay- 
ne, coordinator of Boston University’s 
graduation exercises. 

The academic dress eight centuries ago 
was merely the costume of the period, 
Payne said. Monks and other students, 
like the rest of the population, wore long 
robes and hoods to ward off the chill in 
drafty corridors and classrooms. 

Payne says that academic dress, like 
clerical vestments, retained a distinctive 
medieval style throughout the centuries. 
Scholarly costumes eventually came to 
identify the academic honors and degrees 
of the wearer. 

An academic costume code, which is 
voluntary, exists today. The three items 
of clothing specified are the cap, the gown 
and the hood. 

The square, flat mortarboard cap, 
which originated at Oxford University, 
features a tassel of the color traditionally 
assigned to a college graduate’s area of 
study. Tassels at high school graduations 
generally represent the school’s colors. 
Andover’s tassel is blue and gold. 

Gowns are royal blue, in accordance 
with the school’s colors. 

Hoods are not part of the academic 
dress at AHS because they represent an 
advanced college degree. 

The top 10 percent of Andover High’s 
graduating class wear an honor stole, 
said teacher Robert King. This gold, 
scarf-like garment, with ‘thonor”’ inscrib-

dedicate ourselves to eliminating the 
craziness and hatred that exist in 
the world so we can make life safer 
and more pleasant... 


It is unclear to us now who or 
where we shall be, but let us not for- 
get that we must head somewhere, 
and, with effort, we will reach our 
aspirations. If our path is interrupt- 
ed by a great misfortune, we can 
still complete the journey to our ob- 
jective by following alternate routes.

We must not dwell on 
these errors but let us use them as a 
lesson and proceed on, remembering 
the advice of Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow—‘‘Look not mournfully 
into the Past.

It is yours. Go forth and meet the 
shadowy Future.” 

So, my fellow members of the 
class of 1988, let us move on from 
high school graduation and follow 
the road that will bring us to our 
next milestone. Yes, for the most 
part, this means saying goodbye to 
friends with whom we have shared 
invaluable memories and the best 
years of our lives, but one day, hope- 
fully, our roads will once again in- 
tersect.

Collaborative School Warrant 


Gets Thumbs Down From Town 


By Julie M. Barry 


The warrant article about the proposed 
Lawrence-Andover Collaborative School 
was overwhelmingly defeated by a secret 
ballot vote of 1153 to 200 at the Special 
Town Meeting June 20. 

Almost 1,600 registered voters at- 
tended the meeting at the J. Everett Col- 
lins Center for the Performing Arts. The 
meeting was so well attended that a por- 
tion of the crowd was seated in Andover 
High School’s cafeteria. Voters in the caf- 
eteria could listen to goings-on via public 
announcement system. 

This was one of the most highly at- 
tended Special Town Meetings, said Town 
Clerk Elden Salter, 

The article concerned Andover’s enter- 
ing into an agreement with Lawrence to 
build a collaborative school. 

The school would house 1,200 students 
from pre-kindergarten to eighth grade— 
400 students would be from Andover, 800 
from Lawrence. If adopted, the school 
would be scheduled to open in September, 
1990. 

The vote may have defeated the war- 
rant article, but it does not prohibit the 
School Committee from continuing its 
study of the joint school. 

The committee has the final authority

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Andover High Alumnus 
Warns Of Head Injuries 


By Julie M. Barry 


It was noon and John McEwen, a 1978 Andover High School 
graduate, was spending the day speaking to various health 
classes at his alma mater. 

In one particular class, he explained that his wife and two 
children had dropped him off at the school four hours earlier—at 
8 a.m. “I couldn’t tell you what my (three-month-old) son looked 
like without looking at a picture in my wallet,’ McEwen said. 

The reason for this lack of memory is a head injury he suf- 
fered after a motorcycle accident two years ago. 

McEwen was speaking on behalf of a head and spinal cord 
injury prevention program, Feet First, First Time. It’s spon- 
sored by the New England Neurological Associates and the 
Northeast Rehabilitation Hospital. 

The basic message of the program is that people can be in- 
jured by entering water of unknown depth or encountering un- 
known objects below the surface. ; 

McEwen was in charge of the program at Andover High. He 
spoke about general head and spinal cord injuries and his own 
personal experience. 

“I’m here because I want me to be the closest you come to a 
head injury,’’ McEwen said. 

Ten thousand people will sustain spinal cord injuries, and an- 
other 400,000 will suffer head injuries, he said. People between 
the ages of 15 and 35 are at the greatest risk for these type of 
injuries. 

McEwen pointed out the major causes. 

Leading the list is motor vehicle accidents, which accounts for 
about 50 percent of the injuries. He stressed wearing a seatbelt 
and a helmet and not drinking and driving. 

The remaining causes are falling down, sports injuries and 
violent accidents. 

Many sports-related injuries result from diving accidents. 

To prevent such an accident, McEwen told the students to 
jump into the water first. If it’s dangerous, jumping may result 
in a broken ankle or foot, but those injuries will heal. 

Diving may result in a spinal cord or head injury, and those 
injuries are final, McEwen said. ‘“There is no cure for a spinal 
cord or head injury.” 

Since there is no cure, McEwen will never recover. But, he 
says it’s not too late for young people to avoid a similar situation 
by thinking twice before doing something. That’s where ‘Think 
first,” the theme of the program fits in. Thinking first may pre- 
vent a serious accident. 

Prevention, McEwen says, is the only cure for the numerous 
spinal cord and head injuries. 

To make sure students understood the full impact of these 
injuries, McEwen spoke candidly about his personal accident 
and modified lifestyle. 

An alcohol-related motorcycle accident left McEwen in a

Andover Townsman To 
Mark Its Centennial 


Andover’s own newspaper, The 
Andover TOWNSMAN, will be cele- 
brating in July. 

Having served the community for 
over a century, the newspaper will 
mark that significant anniversary 
with a special section in the July 21 
issue and complete the celebration 
with Publisher Irving E. Rogers Jr. 
hosting a dinner for Andover offi- 
cials and businessmen that evening 
at the Andover Marriott. 

The special section is being 
planned to convey a theme showing 
how the TOWNSMAN has served the 
Andover community for the past 100 
years. Front pages of the newspaper 
will be reproduced showing signifi- 
cant national events being reported 
along with important local news ev- 
ery Thursday since the first issue 
was published Oct. 14, 1887. 

The section will also include his- 
torical photos and news indicating 
the growth the town and the newspa- 
per have enjoyed over the years. 

While the newspaper has consis- 
tently kept the pulse of the Andover 
community, it has also kept pace 
with the industry itself, being among 
the first in the area to use the photo 
offset method of producing the week- 
ly paper. 

It was in 1951 that the decision was 
made to go the newer, modern meth- 
od of newspaper production which 


resulted in better production meth- 
ods and particularly sharper photo 
reproductions. 

It was a far cry from the handset 
operations that produced the first 
TOWNSMAN in 1887. 

The newspaper got its start 
through John N. Cole, owner of the 
Andover Press. Nine years after the 
founding of the paper the Andover 
Press moved to a new building at 60 
Main St., at the corner of Chestnut. 
The building still bears the Andover 
Press sign on its brick front. In addi- 
tion to publishing the TOWNSMAN, 
the Press produced college year- 
books, college textbooks and pro- 
grams. 

In 1932 Elmer Grover was named 
editor and in 1938 he purchased the 
TOWNSMAN from the Andover 
Press amd remained as its publisher 
until 1947 when the property was 
sold to Joshua Lilly. 

In 1949 Andover Publishing Co., 
under the direction of the late Irving 
E. Rogers Sr., owner of the Law- 
rence Eagle-Tribune, purchased the 
TOWNSMAN. 

The paper has had different for- 
mats over the years, beginning as a 
boardsheet. For a brief time in the 
late 1930’s and early ’40’s it was pub- 
lished in a magazine style before 
adopting the popular tabloid format 
it has maintained. 


Meeting Results 


In Confusion

There was a great deal of confu- 
sion associated with the meaning of 
the vote at the Special Town Meeting 
Monday night. 

The warrant was overwhelmingly 
defeated by a vote of 1153 to 200. But 
the effect it will have on the School 
Committee’s action towards the stu- 
dy is yet to be determined. Members 
will discuss their next step at their 
June 28 meeting. 

Just what does a “‘no’’ vote imply? 
This was a question raised by Debo- 
rah Moggio of Hidden Road. 

Moderator James Doherty said de- 
feating the article does not prevent 
the School Committee from further- 
ing their study. ‘‘The School Com- 
mittee is autonomous,”’ he said. 

The town meeting vote may indi- 
cate the sentiment of the town. But 
he said ‘if members of the School 
Committee feel they should...pursue 
the concept of a _ collaborative 
school, they have the right to do 
that.’’ 

What does a ‘“‘no’’ vote mean to the 
committee members? 

‘“T think it would be irresponsible 
of the committee not to take into 
careful consideration the vote at this 
Town Meeting,’’ said committee 
member Margo Tilghman. “We 
need to weigh the benefits and the 
costs, both educationally and finan- 
cially (of the proposal). 


“T really do hope that I have the 
opportunity to look at this proposal 
in a careful, thorough and measured 
manner, not as a knee-jerk response 
at a town meeting that I feel was 
called before it was warranted,’’ she 
continued. 

Committee member Michael 
Frishman, a supporter of the project 


said “it 1s my feeling at this time 
that I still need more time to study 
this issue, and I fully intend to.”’ 

Donald Robb, School Committee 
chairman, said the mood at Town 
Meeting was a clear message for the 
School Committee. But, he said, 
“I’m sorry that’s the message to- 
night because I think we had an op- 
portunity to look into something that 
might have been of value. 

“Now, you’re asking us to take 
your vote tonight and say, ‘That is- 
sue is dead forever; that can never 
again be discussed by the the School 
Committee.’ I think that’s wrong,” 
Robb added. 

Committee member Susan Poore 
says the vote at Town Meeting 
should have an effect on the group’s 
further action. ‘I don’t know what 
I’ll do next Tuesday night when the 
School Committee meets to discuss 
the Town Meeting,” she said. 

Before voting, many residents ex- 
pressed their attitudes toward the 
proposed school. 

Bob Wescott of York Street said 
collaboration could be done less ex- 
penaivey. The real issue, he said, is 

ow to teach teachers and kids, and 
how to do it with less money. ‘‘I vote 
‘no’ without malice,’”’ Wescott said. 

Several people said they would be 
voting against the warrant article. 
But they noted that this did not indi- 
cate a ‘‘no’’ vote to the concept of 
the Collaborative School. 

Christopher Haynes of Brady Loop 
said he would be voting against the 
article. ‘‘Vote ‘no’,”’ he said, ‘“‘but 
keep on thinking.”’ 

Others were prepared to vote to 
put an end to the project. ‘‘I’m ready

Confusion 


Monday night’s town meeting decision on the 
proposed Lawrence-Andover Collaborative 
school would appear to have led to additional con- 
fusion on the important issue of Andover’s educa- 
tional future. 

The matter of whether to further pursue the 
collaborative school proposal is now in the hands 
of the Andover school committe which will meet 
Tuesday night to decide in the matter. 

There is indication that the project will remain 
alive with at least three members of the commit- 
tee having given support to the project previous- 
] 


y. 

The vote Monday night was not really a death 
knell for the project. 

Town administrators as well as proponents of 
the school agreed that acceptance of the proposal 
at this time was unjustified based on insufficient 
information relative to costs, maintenance, par- 
ticipation, etc. 

While opponents of the school may have been 
heartened by the 6-1 margin of defeat, there is 
still the possibility that the matter will again be 
before Andover voters. 

And, there is more to think about than just the 


collaborative school when the final decision is 
made. 

There is need for upgrading of Andover schools 
as well as the possibility of new school construc- 
tion in the not too distant future. 


State funding of such construction is not as 
easy to come by as it once was, due to budget 
deficits. State building assistance is now priori- 
tized rather than granting blanket approval to 
most all requests. 

Under such circumstances, necessary im- 
provements or needed new construction might 
well be denied Andover, thus leaving Andover 
taxpayers to foot the bill on their own. 

Too, there is consideration of how much fund- 
ing will be available for the collaborative school, 
based on current state budget problems. 

For these reasons, it seems logical to continue 
to look into the Lawrence-Andover proposal as a 
possible solution to some of the problems facing 
both communities in the near future. 

It is better to take the time necessary to exam- 
ine all the options, rather than closing doors and 
having to regret the opportunity to resolve prob- 
lems of an educational and financial nature later.

Of course, the sign advises how many 
miles it is to the next town, which hap- 
pens to be North Reading. 

But, then, with the construction project 
at Memorial Hall Library moving along 
at a snail’s pace, the state directional 
sign might actually be appropriate. 

The particulr sign is but one of a maze 
of posted advisories in the downtown 
area, As a matter of fact, from Phillips 
Academy to Shawsheen Square, a sign- 
maker could probably retire with the pro- 
liferation of warnings, directions, etc. 

Several years ago selectmen would re- 
spond to traffic or parking problems by 
ordering a sign posted regulating speed 
or prohibiting parking. 

It is, of course, somewhat pleasant to 
drive along Main street and notice the va- 
rious items such as arrows, don’t block 
intersection (which nobody pays any at- 
tention to) and the best, direction to the 
municipal parking lot, which is really an 
invitation to one, be frustrated at at- 
tempting to find a spot and two, to get 
fined for being about 30 seconds over the 
meter limit.

Disenfranchised 


To The Editor Of The Townsman: 

I am writing to express discomfort 
with one of the suggestions made at 
Monday night’s town meeting—the 
suggestion that town meeting is the 
purest form of democracy. While I 
recognize its historical importance 
and am happy to work within its 
guidelines as long as it is the govern- 
ing structure for Andover, I believe 
that there is a problem with town 
meeting that makes it a less than 
ideal form of democracy. This prob- 
lem is that any resident who cannot 
be physically present on the occa- 
sion of town meeting is disenfran- 
chised. 

This is no trivial problem. As I 
looked around the room Monday 
night, I saw many husbands without 
wives and wives without husbands. 
Half the couple was present; the oth- 
er half was home taking care of the 
children. It is all well and good to 
argue that those who truly care 
about an issue will find a way to be 
present at town meeting, but the fact 
remains that, for voters with chil- 
dren, there exists a very real obsta- 
cle to participating in democracy. 
Parents must find and pay for a ba- 
bysitter. It seems to me that there 
should be no price attached to par- 
ticipating in democracy—not even 
the price of hiring a babysitter. 

Moreover, notabley absent last 
night were many of my colleagues 
on the faculty of Phillips Academy. 
This town meeting was scheduled af- 
ter the close of Phillips’ regular aca- 
demic year and before the start of 
its summer session. Weddings, vaca- 
tions, visits with relatives planned 
long in advance of any notification of 
town meeting prevented a sizeable 
number of faculty from participat- 
ing last night. Many of the faculty 
are long-time residents who have 
been vitally involved in the affairs of 
this town. Many are parents of chil- 
dren who do or will attend the And- 
over public schools, All are 
knowledgeable about and interested 
in education; they have devoted 
their careers to education and cer- 
tainly deserved the chance to vote 
on a matter bearing so significantly 
to their livlihoods. Indeed, all town 
residents who were unable to attend 
last night’s meeting because of fami- 
ly and business commitments de- 
served this chance.

argue for the importance of an open 
discussion: prior to voting. I support 
this argument. However, I do not 
feel that there is a notable advan- 
tage to having discussion at the ex- 
act moment of a vote. There have 
been numerous forums on the topic 
of the collaborative school in the 
preceding months. I attended three 
such meetings, two held by inter- 
ested parties and one by the League 
of Women Voters. I learned far more 
about the school and heard many 
more arguments, both pro and con, 
at these meetings than I did last 
night. Furthermore, I had the luxury 
of time to think about what I had 
heard, to do further investigation, to 
raise questions and have them an- 
swered before forming my opinion. 
For many, if not most, town resi- 
dents, it is not the impassioned 
speeches made on the night of town 
meeting that determine their vote on 
sensitive issues; rather, it is a care- 
ful, studious examination of all the 
facts and opinions that they’re able 
to gather over the course of weeks 
and months. Clearly, useful dis- 
cussion of the issues can continue 
even if town meeting does not. 

Champions of town meeting also 
argue for the importance of voicing 
opinions to elected town officials. 
Again, I am in agreement with the 
sentiment but do not see that town 
meeting is essential to its attain- 
ment. There are many means 
through which elected officials are 
made to “‘hear’’ the people. First, 
there is the election itself. Candi- 
dates take stands on issues. When 
we elect one candidate over another, 
we make clear which issues we sup- 
port and which we do not. Secondly, 
there are many opportunities to 
voice opinions to officials once they 
are in office; voters are free to write 
letters ndividually, collect signa- 
tures and submit petitions, attend 
and speak out at meetings of the 
governing bodies. While circum- 
stances necessarily prevent every 
voter from attending any given town 
meeting, no one is prevented from 
expressing opinions through the 
means just described. 

I grew up in a community that was 
governed by elected representatives 
of the people. Important and/or sen- 
sitive issues were voted on in ballot 
elections. In my opinion, ballot elec- 
tions that allow for absentee voting 
go a long way towards preventing 
disenfranchisement. It is relatively 
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easy to bring children along to the 
polling station. Alternatively, paren- 
ts can vote at different times during 
the day, preventing the need to hire 
a babysitter. Furthermore, persons 
who know in advance that they will 
be out of town on the day of an elec- 
tion need not be excluded from the 
democratic process. 

I am happy that democracy is al- 
ive and well in the town of Andover 
but hope that we will not sit back 
smugly and assume that our form of 
governance, the town meeting in its 
current configuration, is necessarily 
the best. Let’s face up to the fact 
that our town meeting requires some 
voters to pay for the right to partici- 
pate in democracy and prevents oth- 
ers from participating at all.

To The Tax Collector 

It is with a sense of anger coupled 
with a great deal of sadness that I 
send this letter with your calculated 
interest payment of $14.01 (‘‘based 
on a 14 percent per annum rate from 
April 1”’) for a tax bill received sev- 
en days past May 1. 

It has nothing to do with the legali- 
ty of the charges, which are made 
quite clear in the fine print, but the 
ever-increasing tragedy of govern- 
ment today is the loss of individual 
integrity and the sense of “‘fairness’’ 
in dealing with the taxpayers in gen- 
eral by our paid public servants. 

Members of my preceding family, 
the Stevens, the Klines and the 
Boyds, have paid taxes to the town 
of Andover since the 1700s. 

I would be willing to wager the 
homestead itself that the taxes have 
never been late in those 200 years. | 


It would seem, in even this bu- 
reaucratic maze of ever increasing 
government in our lives, that a few 
days tardiness in a tax bill when the 
taxes had been increased more than 
50 percent (from $304.10 to $879) 
might be overlooked for a family 
piece of property tax that has been 
consistently paid on time for well 
over two centuries. 

I live in Rhode Island and get to 
Massachusetts only once or twice a 
month as a rule, and because of the 
marked increase in the rate over 
previous years, I held back on the 
check to be sure it would be adequa- 
tely ‘‘covered” before mailing from 
Providence. 


Before my mother died, she spoke 
of donating our parcel of Andover 
land to the town. I think of her idea 
in a much different light now. 

My disappointment in your “‘tax 
collecting system’’ is profound as 
there may, indeed, be extenuating 
circumstances for any taxpayer, es- 
pecially after a dramatic rise in the 
rates as Andover recently decided. 
I, unfortunately, do not have the lux- 
ury of voting or having any input 
into your tax collecting policies in 
Massachusetts and have little re- 
course but to write a letter, as I’m 
sure the impersonalized trend in 
government will continue on and 
most likely worsen.

At Monday’s board meeting, Se- 
“lectman Gerald Silverman, who was 
liason to the parking committee, 
echoed Mahony’s comments, telling 
Holmes that he hadn’t heard any 
complaints from the group all year. 

Holmes replied that many of the 
problems came to a head after the 
Town Meeting and that other details 
did not become clear until recently. 

Mahony rebutted charges made in 
the report, saying that Fire Chief 
Harold Hayes told selectmen that he 
never received any requests or mes- 
sages from the committee. 

In regards to the town warrant, 
Mahony pointed out that the parking 
meter warrant was made public at a 
selectmen’s meeting that Holmes at- 
tended several months before the 
town meeting. 

The report also singled out the 
planning department. According to 
the document, planners: 

¢ Refused to discuss development 
proposals affecting parking issues. 

¢ Refused a request to provide a 
map of town-owned land. 

¢ Disclosed at an unnamed public 
meeting that parking requirements 
at the old Andover Lanes downtown 
bowling alley site might be reduced 
in exchange for access at the contro- 
versial Champy-Shetland affordable 
housing project. 

Ben Osgood, owner of the former 
Andover Lanes property, is current- 
ly sueing the town for turning down 
his request to reduce parking stan- 
dards at a planning board meeting 
earlier this spring. 

Nancy Jeton, the town’s principal 
planner, said the allegations were 
‘extremely misleading.”’ 

The planning department, she 
. Said, only declined to talk about de- 
velopment projectsthat were being 
litigated. 

Jeton said she didn’t refuse to 
show the committee the town-owned 
land map. ‘“The map is available to 
anyone. I did tell them that I 
wouldn’t go over it with them be- 
cause I’ve gone over the map in de- 
tail with the two previous parking 
committees.”

luded to was the “choice” factor. Propo- 
nents, he said, maintain that the school 
should be an available choice. ‘‘I should 
not have to pay for their choice with my 
teachers and my taxes,”’ he said. 

In ending his presentation, Dziadul en- 
couraged everyone to vote according to 
their belief. “It’s time to stop this divi- 
siveness,’’ he said. His 40-minute presen- 
tation got a standing ovation from the 
crowd. 

School Committee Chairman Donald 
Robb made it clear that the School Com- 
mittee has not yet taken a formal position 
on the concept of the school. The commit- 
tee did approve the idea and follow-up 
study of a Collaborative School, he said. 

But, the idea is complex, he said, and it 
requires a great deal of study. “The com- 
mittee itself has only recently begun to 
deal with the myriad of issues before us,” 
Robb said. ‘ 

School Committee member Susan 
Poore, an opponent of the project, ques- 
tioned the committee’s action to date. She 
said the committee had approved a six- 
month study, and now, 18 months later, 
“we're way off target.” 

Upon the School Committee’s request, 
Dennis Richards, Collaborative School 
project director, gave an update on the 
proposed school. 

He reviewed the project’s history, fea- 
tures of the school, the agreement and 
tasks that still need approval. 

In discussing the features, Richards 
said, ‘“‘that assumption of making the 
school a benefit to the local school sys- 
tems has been the intent behind the pro- 
ject.” 

Not one town committee or board rec- 
ommended approval of the article. 

The School Committee recommended 
disapproval citing lack of information at 
the time of the town meeting. ‘‘We are 
still in the process of discussing, investi- 
gating, raising issues and asking ques- 
tions,’’ Robb said. 

Joanne Marden, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, said a favorable vote 
wasn’t appropriate because of a lack of 
financial information and because Fin- 
Com questions the wording of some key 
areas in the working agreement. 

The Board of Selectmen also recom- 
mended disapproval. 

State Rep. Susan Tucker (D-Andover) 
explained why the state was interested in 
funding the Collaborative School feasibili- 
ty study. 

It’s a way to bring students from dif- 
ferent backgrounds together, she said. 
“We're (the state) putting hundreds of 
millions of dollars into equal educational 
opportunities,” Tucker said. 

Giving teachers more power and con- 
trol is another issue at the state level. The 
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Collaborative School project staff is 
looking at innovative ways to “‘put (teach- 
ing) farther up on the professional totem 
pole,” she said. 

Lastly, Tucker said the school would 
give local residents a choice. ‘“There are 
different parental instincts,” she said. 

The meaning of a “‘no’’ vote caused 
some confusion. A ‘‘no’’ vote would defeat 
the article at hand. But many who are 
opposed to the article at this time said 
they do not oppose the concept.

coma for three weeks. After extensive therapy, McEwen says he 
has progressed as far as possible. 

McEwen can’t feel the left side of his body, but he has learned 
to move the muscles on that side. 

The right side of his brain has been permanently damaged. 
This resulted in a 10-year memory loss, which can never be re- 
covered. During that time, he attended two colleges, worked as a 
computer engineer, got married and had a daughter. 

His life has changed. 

He’s getting to know his family all over again. He lives on 
Social Security because he can’t work anymore. And often his 
thoughts get jumbled and he forgets what he’s doing or loses his 
train of thought, he said. 

“Bevery single thing I do is a struggle,’ McEwen said. He 
noted a simple task to explain his injury. If he were to walk to a 
store to buy some goods, he would forget what he wanted to buy. 
Then, he would forget how to get home from the store. 

“It’s crazy,” he said, adding “‘I get frustrated.” 

Even so, McEwen is lucky. Many patients with head or spinal 
cord injuries have to remain in a nursing home. 

Speaking to students is something that has to be done because 
the injuries are serious, McEwen said. 

“They have to be more aware that this can happen,” he said.

HOUSEHUNTING TAX DEDUCTION 
Under what are not reimbursed by the 


circumstances can a home seller's employer, 
buyer deduct the cost of deductible moving 
finding a new residence? expenses include costs 


associated with travel to a 
new location, 
transportation. for 
household furnishings and 
personal effects, premove 
housefinding trips, 
temporary living expenses 
for up to 30 days at the 
new location, and various 
sale and purchase items, 
such as legal fees, real 
estate commissions, and 
title fees. 


Usually, the expenses 
related to finding a new 
home are not deductible. 
However, if the move and 
the sale of the old home 
are related to a new job at 
a workplace at least 35 
miles farther from the tax 
payer's home than his 
former place of 
employment, then the 
deduction of up to $3,000 
is available for cost 
associated with acquiring 
the new residence and 
disposing of the old one. 

Deductions for 
househunting trips, 
including the temporary 
quarters, are limited to 
$1,500 of the $3,000 total.
